ovening gives the details of the double |

teagedy  which ocenrred  there Sunday
ovening, & brief outline of which was
publishod in the telegraphic columns of
Tue Bee, The parties to the tragedy
were well known, they having resided in
Nebraska City from  childhood, and hav-
ing been before the public more oy less,
Ezra Stephen A. Donglas was born in |
Wisconsin, Junuary 10th, 1850, anid camo
to Nebraska City with his parents in
1860, He received o common school ed-
ueation, and being a smart, bright boy
he alwaya stood at the head of his classes
and ‘it is doubtful if, when young, there
was another person in Nebraska City
who had o larger ecirele of friends than
he did.  But in Jater years he boecame
taciturn and of a retinng disposition,
He was o printer by trade, and the only
surviving chilll of Mr. and Mrs. Jolin
Douglas, who are nearly erazed by the
tragedy.

Mre, Ezra Douglas was a daughter of
Mr. and Mys, 1. J. Thomas who live
about two miles south of town. Bhe was
born in Tennessee, April 8, 1862, and
came with her parents to Missouri in
1858, where they lived for some two
years, and in 1880 moved to Nebraska.
She was married January 20, 1859, to P,
E. “Anderson, by which union one son
was born—Rush, who is now 13 years
old. Last year she gota divorce from
Anderson, and this gpring was married to
Ezra Douglas. When but a small girl
she united with the Baptist church, and
has been a member ever sinco.  Thatshe
was insane, no one who is acquainted with
her history will for amoment doubt, as it
has been well known for the past ten years
that she was aflicted with temporary in-
sunity, The first time she gave any evi-
dence of insanity was about cleven years
ago, when she tried to kill one of the ac-
quaintances of a certain dry goods man
in this city, Then, in a shott time, while
living on the Big Slough, she disappeard®
from home, and it was only after a two
dnys search that she was  found. 1t was
several weeks before she recovered from
this lnst attack. Since then she has had
a nuber of attacks, and has always
threatened to either kill somebody or
commit suicide. During the last yeur
she has made five ineffectual attempts at
suicide, but for some reason no effort
was made to have her sent to the insane
agylum.

THE CRIME,

The scene of the tragedy wag in front
of a small,unpretentione, story-and-a-half
frame bulding on the corner of Sixth
and Kansas streets, owned by John
Douglas and occupied by his son as
his residence. His father and mother
live in the adjoining building,

Sunday night about 7 o'clock Ezva
Douglus and his wife started out and took
a long walk, as was their custom, and
those who passed them say that they
were chatting together as pleasantly as
could be, and both seemed happy. About I
8 o'clock they returned home, and
some difference having arvose between
them, they indulged in one of the petty
quurrels which oceurred s frequently
between them.  From the testimony
brought before the coroner it seems that
Ezra wanted to come up town,; while his
wife objected to him so doing. It was
this quarrel that led to the shooting.
Those who witnessed the tragedy say
that he Joeked her outdoors, refusing to
give her admittance, nud after she tried
to got in at the back door, she came
around on Sixth street, where they had
another exchango of  worda, Eza's
mother was on the sidowalk, and during
the conversation  which  cnsued, she
wilked to where Ezrn and his wife were
standing, and told her son to

Evra, instead of tuking his mother's
advice. turned upon his wife and thrent-
ened to strike her, but did not do so. In
a moment he turned and started to run
up Sixth street, when his wife drew a re-
volver, which she had carried concealed
under her left arm, and fired at Ezra,
the ball striking him or the back of the
left side of the neck, severing an artery,
and passing upward, cameo out through
the top of the head.  After he wus shot,
he staggered, and his wife, apparently
with semi-consciousness, caught him
around the body, holding both arns close
to his side, and in this pesition staggered
backward with him about twelve feet un-
til they reached the sidewalk, with the
revolver still in her right hand, when she
released her hold of him and

to the sidowalk. Seeming to realize what
she had done she stepped a few foet
southwiurd and fired another shot, which
touk no effect, and  where the ball went
isstill o mystery, She contimued hop
course southward until ashe puassed her
own door and reachod the end of the
sidewalk when she placed tho reyolver at
the vight side of her head and fired, the
bindl penetrating the cavity of the brain
about un el above the right enr.  The
wound caused instant death, and she fell
backward, her body rolling into a4 minall
wully, while her head rested on a few
broken brick which this moruing were
covered with bloosd, While the bodies
wore lying in the positions in which they
fell they were viewed by hundreda,
TIHE PISTOL USED
waa o S2-calibre, and of an Yoff make,"
called the “*Defender," the name of the
manufacturer not being given, “This is
the same revolver with which she at-
tempted suicide while living in the west
end of town, and with which she at-
tempted to kill Ezra in the Press office,
The pistol belonged to her husband, but
for sume time has been in possession of
the boys at the Press office.
